Paris. July 17—French’ positions 
remain intact along the whole Cham- 
pagne front, according to the war of- 
fice announcement. Heavy fighting 
continued: throughout the day and at 
some points the Germans were able - 
to make gains, but they met with 
powerful resistance «verywhere. 

On the Albania front the uswal ar- 
tillery activity was displayed alone 
the whole front. The French troops 
made new progress north of the De- 
voli river. We occupied the village of 
Mevan, captuTing about thirty prison- 
ers. 


Check Hun Drive 

- Paris, July 17—The battle contin- 
ued today with stubborness along the 
whole front. West of Rheims, despite 
his efforts, the enemy was not able to 
make further advances. Ourtroops, 
by their heroic Tesistance and inces- 
sant counter-attacks, checked. --with 
alternative advance and recoif the 
thrust of the enemy.

‘ The provost marshall has defined 
productive and non-Productive occu- 
pations and there is no escape for 
those who cannot be classed among 
the productive workers if they are of 
draft age. Non-productive occupa- 
tions in the United States are defined 
as follows: 

First, persons engaged in the serv- 
ing of food and drink or either,in pub- 
lic places, including hotels and social 
clubs.
